Improvement and moderniza- 
tion of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad tracks through An- 
dover is raising havoc with the 
town’s utility lines and budget. 

The railroad is lowering the 
tracks under bridges, thus 
necessitating lowering sewer 
and drainage lines - - with no 
consideration, as of the mo- 
ment, as to who is going to pay 
for the work. 

Adding to the problem is a 
century-old agreement between 
the town and the railroad on 
liability for work necessitated 
by change. 

The agreement drawn 
between the town and the 
railroad dates back to the 1800’s 
and is in the hands of town 
counsel for review. 

At odds are who should pay 
for the work of relaying the 
utility lines. Railroad officials 
are of the opinion that since the 
town has an easement on their 
property, Andover should pay 
for the work. 

Andover administrators, 
however, feel differently, in 
that the lowering of the utility 
lines is prompted by the ar- 
bitrary decision of the railroad 
to lower the tracks. 

What appeared initially to be 
a project involving some $25,000 
to $30,000 of somebody’s funds - 
- the town or the railroad - - now 
appears to be much more cost- 
ly, due to the magnitude of the 
work involved. 

Department of Public Works 
Director Robert E. McQuade 
reports the project will be a 
major one. 

Sewer and drainage lines 
travel down Main street to the 
railroad bridge, then drop some 
25 feet and are buried under the 
railroad tracks, McQuade 
notes. Now they must be 
dropped an additional foot or 
two, to accommodate the 
lowering of the track. 

This is just one of the 
problems. 

Two other bridges, with track 
lowering procedures are also 
involved one at Harding street, 
which is another severe drop 
from the overpass to the track 
bed. 

Adding to the problem is the 
possibility that having lowered 
the tracks this year, to resolve 
one problem for the railroad, 
the B. and M. could be back ina 
year’s time to lower the track 
bed further to resolve another 
possible problem,

VIBOR still needs new members, 13 
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Ballot Questions Explained 


In addition to the candidates, 
from President on down, who 
will appear on the Nov. 2 ballot, 
nine ‘‘Questions’’ will face 
Massachusetts voters. 

Localites should by now have 
received the so-called ‘‘red 
book’ prepared and distributed 
by mail from State Secretary 
Paul Guzzi, which explains the 
questions. Additional copies of 
that booklet can be obtained by 
calling (1-800-392-6090. As of 
press time, a few were available 
at the Andover Post office.) 

The State League of Women 
Voters has also issued ‘‘Election 
76,’’ a tabloid which includes in- 
formation about the candidates 
as well as the questions. 

Following are the Questions, 
with explanations gleaned from 
both publications. 


QUESTION 1: 
Equal Rights 
Amendment 


“Do you approve of the 
adoption of an amendment to 
the Constitution summarized 
below, which was approved by 
the General Court in joint 
sessions on August 15, 1973, by 
a vote of 261-0, and on May 14, 
1975, by a vote of 217-55.” 


This proposed amendment 
would provide that equality un- 
der the law not be denied or 
abridged on the basis of sex, 
race, color, creed or national 
origin. This amendment adds one 
sentence to Article I of Part the 
First of the Constitution which 
now contains a general state- 
ment of individual rights, in- 
cluding the right to enjoy and de- 
fend life and liberty and the right 
to acquire and protect property. 

A YES vote is a vote to add a 
specific guarantee of equality un- 
der the law to the state Constitu- 
tion. 

A NO vote is a vote to leave the 
state constitution as it is. 


QUESTION 2: 


Graduated Income 
Tax Rates 


“Do you approve of the 
adoption of an amendment to 
the Constitution summarized 
below, which was approved by 
the General Court to join 
sessions of the House of 
Representatives and Senate 
on August 15, 1973, by a vote of 
199-66, and on May 7, 1975, by 
a vote of 228-41.”’ 


According to the League, 
Massachusetts presently has a 
flat rate personal income tax 
system under which all tax- 
payers, regardless of the size of 
their income, pay fiv e percent on 
earned taxable income. There is 
an additional surcharge of 7.5 
percent. The Massachusetts 
Constitution presently requires 
that income tax rates must be un- 
iform. 

The proposed Amendment 
would allow the legislature to 
substitute for the present flat 
rates a system of rates 
graduated according to the total 
amount of income received 
rather than the source of the in- 
come. Under a graduated income 
tax, those with larger incomes 
would be taxed at a higher rtate 
than those with smaller incomes. 
The Legislature, as it does now, 
would continue to provide for 
reasonable examptions, deduc- 
tions, credits, and abatements, 
and to define what kinds of per- 
sonal income would be taxed. 

A YES vote is a vote to change 
the state Constitution to permit 
establishment of graduated tax 
rates on personal income as an 
alternative to the present flat 
rates, 

A NO vote is a vote to. maintain. 
the present requirement of flat 
or uniform income tax rates. 


QUESTION 3: 
Absentee Voting In 
Religious Reasons 


“Do you approve of the 
adoption of an amendment to 
the Constitution summarized 
below, which was approved by 
the General Court in joint 
sessions of the House of 
Representatives and Senate 
on August 15, 1973 by a vote of 
259-0 and on May 12, 1976 by a 
vote of 262-1?”’ 


The proposed amendment 
would authorize the Legislature 
to provide for absentee voting by 
persons who hold religious 
beliefs in conflict with the act of 
voting on the day on which any 
election is held. 

According to the LWV, 
absentee voting in Massachusetts 
is presently permitted only by 
the physically handicapped or 
those who are absent from their 
city or town on election day. 

A YES vote is a vote to change 
the state Constitution to permit 
extension of absentee voting 
rights to persons having religious 
beliefs that conflict with voting 
on election day.

QUESTION 4: 
Massachusetts 
Power Authority 


‘Do you approve of a law 
summarized below, which 
was disapproved by the House 

_ of Representatives on May 5, 
1975, by a vote of 179-46, and 
on which no vote was taken by 
the Senate before May 7, 
1975?”’ 


The proposed law would es- 
tablish a Massachusetts Power 
Authority with seven members 
appointed by the Governor to 
staggered six-year terms. The 
Authority would establish and 
operate a system to supply elec- 
tric power to utilities throughout 
the Commonwealth with 
minimum adverse impact on the 
environment. The Authority 
would be required to engage in 
research and development of new 
sources of power, new siting 
techniques, and methods of en- 
vironmental protection. 

The Authority would build and 
operate all new generating and 
transmission facilities in the 
Commonwealth and could 
purchase existing facilities 
through eminent domain. The 
Authority would finance its ac- 
tivities by issuing tax exempt 
revenue bonds.

The Authority would be re- 
quired to develop and update an- 
nually a 20-year demand study 
and siting plan within 18 months 
of its incorporation. Before a 
facility could be constructed, it 
would have to be approved by the 
Governor and the community in 
which it is to be located.

A handgun would be 
defined as any weapon from 
which a shot or bullet can be dis- 
charged and which has a barrel 
length of less than sixteen inches. 
The prohibition would not apply 
io military personnel, law en- 
forcement officers, Federally 
licensed handgun manufacturers 
and wholesalers, common 
carriers in the ordinary course of 
transport, or to historical 
societiés and museums. The act 
would not affect the possession of 
rifles, shotguns, and certain én- 
tiques and replicas. The proposal 
also does not change the existing

statutory penalties for unlawful 
possession, ownership or sale of 
handguns, including the 
provisions imposing mandatory 
jail sentences. 


The proposal would permit 
owners of handguns to turn in 
their weapons to any law en- 
forcement agency in the Com- 
monwealth within six months of 
the effective date of this act 
without incurring criminal 
liability. Those surrendering 
handguns within that six-month 
period would be compensated at 
a rate to be determined by the 
Commissioner of Public Safety.

Pumpkin 


Fresh Massachusetts grown 
pumpkins are most often 
purchased for Halloween jack-o- 
lanterns or fall decorations, but 
they are also a nutritional 
bargain. 


As a food, pumpkins are an ex- 
cellent source of vitamin A and 
also a fair source of vitamin C. 

Choose pumpkins with a hard, 
tough rind that are heavy for 
their size and free from 
blemishes. For best storage, 
keep them at about 50 to 55 
degrees Farenheit and a humidi- 
ty of 55 to 60 per cent. Pumpkins 
should keep 2 to 3 months under 
these conditions - - but if stored 
in quantity, they will keep best 
when spread out, rather than 
heaped in a pile! 

Pumpkins are a member of the 
same family as squashes, and 
cooking procedures are similar 
to those for winter varieties.

need to further drop the track 
level to allow clearance for 
such items as giant turbines 
and jet engines. 

McQuade said the railroad 
had given the town a 30-day 
notice to perform the work 
necessary to accompany the 
track lowering. 

The DPW director said there 
was no way possible the 
engineering work could 
possibly be accomplished 
within the time frame. 

Further, McQuade added, if 
there is to be any moving of 
utility lines at all, then it is go- 
ing to be a one-time project - - 
in other words no lowering of 
the lines now, then come back a 
year later and have the work 
repeated. 

In one instance, there is a 
possibility that the lines may be 
tied into others, and avoid the 
major construction work. But 
in two bridge relocation pro- 
jects, the complications will 
result in actual major construc- 
tion work, McQuade said, 
noting there is no way around 
it. 

With the 30-day order by the 
railroad nearing expiration, 
engineers for the town are still 
working on the problem, thus 
the railroad mandate will have 
passed before any work can be 
initiated. 

The major hurdle, funds, will 
also have to be addressed. 

There are no town funds 
available for such a project and 
it is believed the Finance Com- 
mittee would be unwilling to 
take money from the reserve 
fund in such a major amount. 

The railroad apparently is un- 
willing to offer any financial 
assistance. 

When the matter was initially 
discussed at a selectmen’s 
meeting a few weeks ago, 
Selectman Richard J. Bowen 
expressed concern on the 
matter, noting that it was his 
feeling that the rail bed work 
was being done with federal 
funds. 

Bowen was of the opinion 
then that if the project is 
federally funded, then the 
relocating of town sewer and 
drain lines should be likewise 
subsidized. 

Railroad officials told the 
TOWNSMAN this week that the 
changes along the railroad are 
to strengthen the single track, 
and to increase tolerances un- 
der bridges for three-level 
automobile racks. 

As for the relocating of the 
sewer and drain lines, the 
railroad people state that the 
town has a right of way on 
railroad property and must per- 


form the work at their (town) 
expense. 

Workmen are continuing 
their railbed improvements 
through the Andover, 
Lawrence, North Andover sec- 
tion, lowering the track and 
strengthening the single line 
tracks. Already the Essex 
street crossing has been reduc- 
ed from double tracks to single 
tracks in Andover, spurring 
back to double tracks beyond 
the crossing.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 


I take strong exception to the 
highly personalized form, tone 
and substance of your reporting 
of the Andover Board of 
Selectmen's meeting of 12 Oc- 
tober. The prominence given to 
your report, your choice of words 
and phrases and the subjects 
which you chose to report on 
suggest at best, reportorial 
license or hyperbole or at worst, 
the editorializing of a news story 
rather than its factual reporting. 
In either case, ‘‘vocal minority’’;

ticipated”*; “never at a loss’’, ‘‘- 
questioning’; ‘‘minor confron- 
tations'': ‘‘lone vote in op- 


position’, all suggest to me 
something less than the objec- 
tivity that the meeting merited 
particularly where the Board’s 
decisions or actions related to 
issues and not to personalities — 
however difficult or unpopular it 
may be for you or anyone else to 
make such distinctions. 

The procedural questions 
which I asked concerning 
meetings relate to my belief that 
the Board of Selectmen as a 
collective body of equals es- 
tablishes and is governed by its 
own rules of conduct or order and 
procedure and not those which 
for whatever reasons simple 
evolve or are followed albeit with 
the Board's tacit approval. I im- 
pugn no one's motives for things 
as they are now; neither do I 
accept the petty characterization 
of my actions as a ‘‘confron- 
tation’’ — ‘“‘minor’”’ or major. 

As to the matter of the Town 
Meeting dates for 1977, surely 
neither you nor any other 
follower of the Town scene could 
be surprised with my advocacy of

Tu the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

Again town meeting was in- 
correctly conducted. And it was 
only a while ago that the entire 
annual town meeting was so im- 
properly conducted that it took a 
special act of the General Court 
to make it respectable. 

A group of people assembled 
for town meeting that is less than 
the number required to conduct 
business has no power to kill the 
meeting. Massachusetts law says 
‘that a number less than a 
quorum may from time to time 
adjourn the same.’’ That is the 
beginning and end of the power of 
a group that is less than required. 

For it to decide to kill the 
meeting would be to conduct 
business. It would have to make a 
determination of what a decision 
should be; then accept or reject 
it. That is what took place 
without a quorum. 

But more remarkable is this: 
It is the third incorrect action 
proposed, or acquiesced to by the 
selectmen, their town manager 
and their counsel in less than a 
year. 

Turning now to the statement 
in support of conducting business 
with less than a quorum, The 
Townsman suggests that ‘‘the 
Halls of Congress,”’ or the 
legislative bodies in our own 
state in Boston (are examples of 
the passage of legislation with 
less than a quorum in attendence,

on items of less than major con- 
equence. 

Of all the tasteless examples of 
ordinary government that 
abound, it would be a task to find 
one to exceed this with which The 
Townsman seems to be im- 
pressed. 

In the first place, it is a mis- 
take to assume that any law is in- 
consequential that bestows 
privilege upon one or a few. That 
usually is the content of actions 
taken by legislative bodies when 
less than a quorum is present. 
Every such law that establishes 
privilege robs the many of a 
similar amount of liberty. It 
burdens all to pay for a privilege 
for the few. That is why our 
government continues to displace 
liberty while we wonder why 
government continues to dis- 
parage its purpose. 

In the next place, it appears 
that the example given is mostly 
remarkable for proving the op- 
posite of what The Townsman

VOTES FROM CARTER IN 
PRESIDENTIAL BID. » 
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Mr. Bowen, By Definition 


In our ‘‘Public Forum,” department today, the Townsman 
publishes letters from our readers, one of which interests us in 
particular. 

‘The Public Forum,”’ is the section of the newspaper in which 
readers may comment on any issue of their choosing, and offers 
an excellent opportunity to express opinions. 

The letter we have reference to in this treatise deals with the 
commentary by Selectman Richard J. Bowen, who objects to 
placement of our coverage of the selectmen’s meeting in last 
week’s issue, as well as his being ‘‘labelled.”’ 

Since he quotes in his letter and interjects ‘‘Master Robert,”’ 
we return the favor by borrowing from the Bard and stating, 
Sir Richard, thou ‘“‘Doth Protest too much, me thinks.”’ . 

Admittedly the story on Mr. Bowen’s comments and actions at 
the Oct. 12 meeting should have carried a byline. But, with a 
limited staff, and the rush to get the news into the paper, we 
often forego pride and personal satisfaction in order to permit 
the general readership to be fully informed of what is happening 
in their community. 

As for the words, to which you object in the story, we find that 
the word ‘vocal’ is apt. Within recent months, Mr. Bowen has 
had a tendency to have some commentary on almost all items on 
the agenda and some that aren’t. 

You will further note in the minutes of recent meetings, we 
trust, that decisions are no longer unanimous, which had been 
the case. Assigned to the lone vote is the name Bowen, which 
would by some definitions classify your voting as lone, although, 
no doubt municipal administrators such as yourself could 
classify it differently. 

The TOWNSMAN has a long record of personal coverage of all 
selectmen’s meetings, thus we are able to draw upon our 
knowledge of general procedures of many of the town boards, 
committees and administrators. 

Unlike other media in the area, the TOWNSMAN, is 


represented at most all public meetings of the selectmen. We did 
miss one, but that was a “‘work session,’’ on a Friday morning at 
which the Harbridge House report was discussed and released, 
and on that occasion a reporter of another newspaper curiously 
appeared, either by invitation or alert from some member of the 
board. 

That same reporter, incidentally Was cautioned one night not 
to leave as she began her exit early in the agenda. You reminded 
her that something important was coming up. Later, when she 
again began to leave, you again cautioned her to wait. 

Mr. Bowen’s objection to our notation that he was ‘“‘never at a 
loss for response,’ seems justified, by virtue of his quick 
response to the article. 

If one were to have attended the Oct. 12 meeting, we feel he or 
she would have agreed that there was a confrontation between 
Mr. Bowen and Mr. Greenberg on meeting dates. Your effort 
seemed aimed at someone on the board who would be unable to 
meet on Oct. 25. In the past deferring a date in consideration of a 
member’s absence has been done by the board as a courtesy, and 
without question. 

Mr. Bowen’s commentary on our failure to report on the par- 
ticipation in the regional solid waste district was not reported 
for several reasons, one of which he hit on, space, another was 
time. 

This issue, as is the case with many items before Andover’s 
board of selectmen, doesn’t upset us tremendously, because it 
falls into a category unique to the local board - - continuing saga. 

The solid waste item, along with many others, will be covered 
on its next pass by, which could be anytime within the next six 
months, according to past board performance. 

In summary we do not consider the story, as published last 
week lacking in any of the journalistic qualities to which we 
adhere, uppermost in mind, of course, keeping the community 
informed. We have a 90-year-old record to uphold in that regard.

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Down The Years With The Townsman 


75 Years Ago - October, 1901 

The special town meeting held 
in town hall Monday night was 
well attended although many 
residents missed the main 
business due to the speed with 
which the articles were rushed 
through with railroad speed. The 
main items, macadamizing Main 
street, were tabled until the an- 
nual town meeting. 

The mixed foursomes at the 
Andover Gold club last Saturday 
afternoon were won by Miss 
Helen F. Baldwin and Melville 
Gurley with a net score of 50. 
After the tournament, tea was 
served.

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WASHINGTON — The na- 
tion’s tax laws have sprung in- 
numerable leaks and loopholes 
of all sizes. More than half the 
money due the government 
escapes into the pockets of the 
privileged. The taxes they don’t 
pay, of course, must be made up 
by the rest of us. 

We thought the public was en- 
titled to know, therefore, how 
much taxes the nation’s top ex- 
ecutives pay. First, we tried to 
identify the corporate executives 
with the highest incomes. To do 
this, our staff inspected 
stockholder reports and other 
public documents. 

Of course, the tax returns of 
the top executives aren’t open to 
the public. So we simply called 
them and asked how much taxes 
they pay. The results were in- 
teresting. 

The top paid executive in the 
nation, so far as we could deter- 
mine, is Meshulam Riklis. He is 
chairman of Rapid-America, a 
giant holding company. Last

If we were paying 
them welfare, we would have 
the.right to know how much. But 
when we pay their taxes, it’s kept 
secret from us. 

POLITICAL PIPELINE: A 
major Watergate issue that has 
never really been resolved has 
been raised to nag the Ford 
campaign. It has been charged 
that Gerald Ford, as House Re- 
publican leader, helped to block 
an early investigation of the Wa- 
tergate scandal in 1972. 

The late Congressman Wright 
Patman of Texas tried to start 
this investigation of Watergate. 
But the White House succeeded 
in aborting the investigation 
back in October 1972. Ford 
testified twice in 1973 that he 
wasn't involved in the coverup. 

But on the Watergate tapes, 
Richard Nixon can be heard dis- 
cussing the Patman investiga- 
tion inside the Oval Office. The 
former President said he wanted 
his aide, John Ehrlichman, to 
talk to Gerald Ford about block- 
ing this early Watergate probe. 

But apparently, no one ever 
bothered to ask Ehrlichman 
whether he spoke to Ford. Not 
even the Watergate prosecutors 
put the question to him. So we

So the Pentagon has been 
dressing up its civilian drivers in 
chauffeurs’ uniforms. They

It's costing the taxpayers a 
bundle to dress Pentagon dri- 
vers in “appropriate attire.”

SUMMARY 

SECTION 1 of the Act inserts a new chapter 164B into the General Laws and es- 
tablishes a Massachusetts Power Authority, a body corporate and politic with 
seven members appointed by the Governor to staggered six year terms. The 
Authority is to establish and operate a bulk power supply system to supply 
wholesale electric power to utilities throughout the Commonwealth. The primary 
purpose of the Authority is to supply the Commonwealth with power with the 
minimum adverse impact on the environment. The Authority is also authorized to 
engage in research and development of new sources of power, new siting techni- 
ques, and methods of environmental protection. 

In carrying out its responsibilities, the Authority is authorized to adopt by-laws; 
adopt an official seal; maintain offices; sue and be sued; construct or acquire 
facilities either within or without the Commonwealth; issue revenue bonds and 
borrow money in anticipation of issuance of revenue bonds; acquire real and per- 
sonal property; employ professional, managerial and other employees deemed 
necessary and fix their compensation to be paid solely out of revenues of the 
Authority; appear before other government agencies; apply for and receive 
federal or other grants of funds; and enter into contracts and agreements. 

The Authority will build and operate all new generating and transmission 
facilities in the Commonwealth and has the option to purchase existing facilities 
through negotiation, condemnation, or eminent domain. After an initial two year 
period, no other utility may construct a new facility unless the Authority certifies 
that it lacks the capability to finance the facility and the facility would further the 
purposes of the act. 

The Authority will finance its activities by issuing revenue bonds. The bonds will 
be exempt from state taxation, but will not be backed by the full faith and credit of 
the Commonwealth. Power will be sold to other utilities by contract but no special 
discounts or bonuses to promote the increased use of power may be given. Public 
hearings are required on all major contracts. 

The Authority is required to develop a master 20-year demand study and siting 


plan within 18 months of its incorporation, to be updated each succeeding year. 
Sites will be selected in accordance with the Electric Power Facilities Siting 
Council Act of 1973. The Governor and the community in which any facility is to be 
located must affirmatively approve the facility before it can be constructed. 

The Authority will be subject to all applicable federal and state environmental 
standards and must obtain all necessary federal and state permits and complete 
all necessary environmental impact statements. 

The Authority will be exempt from taxation but will make payments in lieu of 
taxes to cities and towns in an equal amount to the tax which would have been paid 
if the Authority’s real and personal property were owned by a private electric 
utility company. 

The Authority is forbidden from engaging in promotional or image advertising. 
The Authority has the authority to bargain collectively with its employees and is 
subject to the provisions of Chapter 150 of the General Laws, which governs the 
conciliation and arbitration of industrial disputes. Employees of the Authority are 
not subject to the civil service law and rules. Employees of utilities displaces by 
the activities of the Authority have first preference in employment by the Authori- 
ty. 
Section 2 of the act amends section 43 of Chapter 164 of the General Laws to 
provide that if a city or town votes, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
164, to establish a municipal utility and acquire the facilities of the utility current- 
ly serving the community, and the utility refuses to sell its property to the city or 
town, that the Department of Public Utilities will establish a fair price for the 
facilities, and the utilities will be required to accept the price determined by the 
department and tender the deed for the facilities to the city or town.

Rate Plan 
Proposed 


Massachusetts Electric Com- 
pany has announced that it will 
seek state permission to imple- 


-ment an electric rate schedule 


which will offer customers a cost 
incentive to shift their electricity 
use from the daytime hours to 
nights and weekends. 

This proposed rate change is in 
response to the efforts of the 
Mass. Department of Public 
l'tilities and the Governor to at- 
tuck the peak load problem as 
soon us possible. The company 
felt that this kind of action could 
be taken in the best interest of all 
concerned, even while the 
hearings by the DPU on peak 
load pricing were continuing. 

Gerald Kt. Browne, director of 
rates for the company, made the 
announcement at a public hear- 
ing held here by the Mass. 
Department of Public Utilities. 
he hearing was called to review 
the so-called ‘‘time-of-day’” rate 
concept being proposed as a way 
of encouraging more efficient 
use of electricity and reducing 
the size of electric bills. 

“By encouraging customers to 
shift their use of electricity to 
these off-peak hours,’’ Browne 
explained, ‘“‘we can make more 
cllicient use of our generating 
equipment and reduce the need to 
purchase new equipment. This 
would help slow down the rising 
cost of producing power and 
allow us to offer this cost incen- 
live.” 

As a first step in implementing 
the time-of-day rate concept, 
Browne said Massachusetts 
Ileetric would file with the 
PU, on Iriday of this week, a 
rate schedule that would allow 
large commercial and industrial 
customers to purchase electrici- 
tv at a lower average cost on 
week nights trom 9 p.m, to 8 a.m. 
and all day on weekends. 

Browne indicated that a time- 
ol-day rate would eventually be 
offered to residential customers 
if the experience with commer- 
cial and industrial customers 
proves successful and if a way 
can be found to offset the cost of 
buving and installing a special 
meter for each of the more than 
650,000 residential customers 
served by the company. 

Browne recommended that the 
lPt! study the company’s ex- 
perience with the new rate close- 
lv. “Many questions remain un- 
answered,’ he said, ‘but IT am 
convineed that time-of-day rates 
offer consumers the best method 
af controlling the size of their 
Cleetrie bills.”

The Conservation Com-
